POLITICAL  INFORMATION. 

OF  THE  DLTIE8  OF  AN  AMERICAN 
CITIZEN. 

If  you  have  political  righu  of  which, 
eveo  by  your  owo  will,  you  can  not  divest 
yourself,  aud  which  arc  therefor*  properly 
called  inalienable,  to  you  have  political 
daiie*  which  also  you  can  not  justly 
neglect  or  lay  aside. 

It  it  your  duty  ss  an  American  citizen 
to  obey  the  laws,  eren  it  they  arc,  in  vour 
belief,  unju-t  or  unwise.  General  Grant 
on.  e  shrewdly  said  that  the  best  way  to 
pro.  uro  th*  repeal  of  an  unjust  or  unwise 
law  was  to  rigorously  enforce  it.  It  is 
jout  right  to  expose  th*  tolly  or  injustice 
of  s  law,  to  demand  its  repeal,  and  to  try 
to  get  *  majority  to  repeal  it.  But  while 
it  remain*  a  law.  you  sre  to  obey  it. 

It  is  your  duty,  if  you  are  of  age  and  * 
®teu,  to  vote  at  ail  elections  and  lo  inform 
y outsell  hefoiehand  what  measures  and 
men  you  aught  as  a  good  citizen  to  sup 
port.  * 

It  is  yuur  duty  to  resist  upon  the  prompt 
execution  of  the  laws;  to  ba  ready,  even 
•t  much  personal  inconvenient)  ,  to  aid  in 
their  enforcement,^  you  sre  called  upon 
by  proper  officeit;  and  to  resent  with  in- 
■  lignatiop  every  sign  of  lawlessness  and 
violeace,  and  to  require  it*  vigorous  sup- 
pieasion.  For  instance,  If  e  rial  shcnld 
break  out  in  a  city  where  yon  are  living, 
you  sre  not  to  go  out  of  town  until  it  sub 
aide*;  but  you  are  to  hasten  to  offer  your 
support  to  the  authorities,  and  to  require 
their  prompt  and  decisive  action  to  restore 
order.

The  grand  jury  i*  a  body  ol  responsible 
citizens,  usually  twenty-three  in  number, 
selected  under  tbi  rye  of  the  court.  We 
have,  of  course,  grand  juriee  for  tbe  Feder¬ 
al  aa  wall  aa  the  State  Courts.  Their 
authority  to  investigate  Crimea  and  offense* 
is  not  limited  to  c**e*  laid  bafera  them  by 
the  prosecuting  officer;  they  may  make 
independent  investigation*,  end  if  they 
find  nilt  or  blame,  may  moke  what  U 
called  a  pre*ootment,  which  may  there¬ 
upon  be  followed  by  an  indictment,  and 
thi*  by  trial.  Upon  the  meeting  of  the 
grand  jury,  It  is  usual  for  the  coart  to  In¬ 
struct  them  tn  their  duties,  end  it  may 
also  direct  their  r special  attention  to  noto¬ 
rious  offense*  All  their  proceeding*  are 
secret,  aad  the  oath  the  grand  juror*  take 
make* mcresy  a  doty. 

The  object  of  a  grand  jury  is  to  prevent 
injustice.  If  the  proMeotfag  attorney 
empo  wered  to  bring  offender* 
to  trial,  be  might  either  misuse  this  power 
for  purpose*  of  rewnon  aad  thus  annoy 
snd  disgrace  innocent'  person* ;  or  he 
might  be  bribed  to  withhold  an  Indict¬ 
ment,  and  thus  favor  the  escape  free 
tice  of  wealthy  or  powerful  criminal*, 
powers  of  tbe  grand  Jory  ere  •  check  upon 
him  ,  and  their  number,  and  the  care  usu-
